in maintaining good health 
is the reason why hepatitis 
is of serious consequence. 
The liver performs many 
chemical tasks. 

One function is to secrete 
bile, a necessary aid to di¬ 
gestion. In the process, waste 
products are eliminated from 
the body through the intes¬ 
tinal tract, and bile salts es¬ 
sential for rebuilding body 
tissue and new cells are sent 
to the gallbladder for stor¬ 
age, to be released when 
needed. 

When hepatitis develops, 
the liver enlarges, and its 
manufacturing ability is im¬ 
peded. A "backing up" pro¬ 
cess takes place. Bile seeps 
into the blood stream whence 
it is carried to all parts of 
the body, producing jaun¬ 
dice, or yellow coloring of 
the patient’s skin. Jaundice 
does not deveop in all eases, 
however. 

Hepatitis may develop 
gradually or suddenly. Usual 
symptoms are low grade fe¬ 
ver, loss of appetite, uneasi¬ 
ness, fatigue, headache, nau¬ 
sea, vomiting, light-colored 
stool and pain in the right 
upper portion of the abdo¬ 
men. 

THERE IS NO specific 
treatment for the disease. 
The doctor’s main concern 
is to ease the symptoms and 
to prevent further damage to 
the liver. A nutritious diet, 
consisting chiefly of carbo¬ 
hydrates, is important in the 
management of hepatitis. 

Bed rest is extremely im¬ 
portant, not only because of 
the patient’s great fatigue, 
but to prevent recurrences. 

Cleanliness and good sani¬ 
tary facilities will do much 
to prevent hepatitis. And, 
willing though the donor 
may be, a person who has 
ever had hepatitis should 
not give blood transfusion. 
This will help to eliminate
